DIVDRCEMTE GROWS 

Fact Established by Government 
Investigation. 

MORE DECREES IN THE WEST 

Almost a Million Separations In Twen¬ 
ty Years, an Increase of Two Hun¬ 
dred Per Cent Over Number In Pre¬ 
ceding Two Decades. 

The census bureau has published a 
comprehensive report on marriage and 
divorce. The investigation of the sub¬ 
ject was undertaken by direction of 
congress and grew out of a conference 
in Washington by representatives of 
various religious denominations. The 
investigation has extended over a pe¬ 
riod of nearly five years. 

"Apparently the divorce rate, like the 
velocity of a falling body, is constant¬ 
ly increasing,” says the report, "and it 
is impossible to determine statistically 
from available data just what the re¬ 
sults would be if the rate reached at 
any particular time remained constant; 
in other words, no statistics bearing on 
this question of the duration of mar¬ 
riages terminated by divorce have 
been obtained that accurately represent 
present conditions or conditions at any 
particular period, for the conditions are 
not static, but dynamic.” 

Statistics For Twenty Years. 

The statistics cover a period from 
1887 to the end of 1906. and the total 
number of marriages recorded was 12,- 
832,044. The investigation showed that 
in the twenty years covered the num¬ 
ber of divorces granted was 945,625. 
In the twenty years from 3807 to 1886 
the Dumber was about 328,716, hardly 
more than one-third of the number re¬ 
corded in the second twenty years. The 
report says that each successive five 
year period since 1867 has witnessed 
a marked increase in the number of 
divorces. 

The report contends that it is a well 
established fact that the marriage rate 
is quickly responsive 4 to changes in 
economic conditions, increasing in pe¬ 
riods of prosperity and decreasing after 
a commercial crisis or panic during 
hard times, and that especially note¬ 
worthy is the small increase shown for 
the year 1893 and the actual decrease 
in the succeeding year. 

More Divorces In Western States. 
The report says that the percentage 
of marriages is higher in the south 
than in the north and that outside the 
south the highest percentage prevails 
in the middle west. In the south At¬ 
lantic group of states the rate was 350 
marriages per 10.000 of adult unmar¬ 
ried population against 260 in the 
north Atlantic states and 436 in the 
south central as against 322 in the 
north central and 273 per 10,000 adult 
unmarriq^ population in the western 
group of states. 

In 1906 the highest divorce rate per 
100,000 estimated population, 168, was 
reported from the western division, a 
rate which was more than four times 
that reported from the north Atlantic 
division, 41. and almost four times 
that reported from the south Atlantic, 
43. The rate for the north central di¬ 
vision. 108, was almost two and two- 
third times that for the north Atlantic, 
while that for the south central, 118. 
was two and three-fourth times that 
for the south Atlantic. Broadly speak¬ 
ing, the divorce rate increases as one 
goes westward. 

JEWISH FARMERS’ FAIR. 

Federation Holds a Convention and 
Gives Exhibition In New York. 
Much Interest has been aroused 
among the large Jewish population in 
New York city by the first annual con¬ 
vention and fair of the Federation of 
Jewish Farmers of America, held in 
the Educational Alliance building. For 
several years a well defined movement 
to take the Jewish immigrant from the 
sweatshop to the farm has been in 
progress, and the fair was one evidence 
of its success. 

The Federation of Jewish Farmers 
of America was organized last Janu¬ 
ary. The purpose of the federation Is 
to improve the material and social con¬ 
ditions of Jewish farmers and. what is 
still more significant, to stimulate an 
Interest In farm life among the Jews 
of the large cities. The membership 
of the federation Is made up of Jewish 
farmers from all parts of the country 
as far west as North Dakota. Most of 
these farmers formerly lived in the 
congested districts of New York city. 
There are about 5.000 Jewish farmers 
in the United States. 

Corn, wheat, rye. alfalfa and sun¬ 
flowers from Massachusetts and Con¬ 
necticut; melons, squash, pumpkins, j 
peanuts, potatoes and cauliflower from 
New York; eggplant and asparagus 
from New Jersey and linseed and mil¬ 
let from North Dakota and Hercules 
gourds from somewhere else were some 
of the exhibits made by the farmers. 


MORE APPLES THIS YEAR. 

Crop Exceeds That of 1908 by Twel/e 
Million Barrels. 

Thirty-five million barrels, or 12,000,- 
000 barrels more than in 1908, is the 
estimated apple crop of the United 
States and Canada this season, accord¬ 
ing to Ren H. Rice, secretary-manager 
of the second national apple show in 
Spokane, Nov. 15 to 20. Mr. Rice said: 

“While the quality of the product 
east of the Mississippi river is not as 
good as last year, the crop will be 
much larger and probably more profit¬ 
able. The yield in the states west of 
the Mississippi is lighter than in 1908, 
but the fruit is of a better grade.” 

The International Apple Shippers’as¬ 
sociation has issued an official state¬ 
ment that the crop in the New Eng¬ 
land states is 20 per cent in excess of 
1908. while the yield in the central 
states is about l x /n per cent below last 
year, and the middle western states 
report a crop double that of last sea¬ 
son, when the yield was light. 

Growers in the southern states re¬ 
port a crop of from 125 to 150 per 
cent larger than in 1908. The Pacific 
group will have a smaller crop than 
last year, but the decreases in Idaho. 
Washington and New Mexico are more 
than made up by the big yield in Col¬ 
orado. so that the western crop will 
be fully as large as the previous sea¬ 
son. 

Losses are shown in reports from 
New York. New Hampshire. Kansas 
and Oklahoma. Michigan and Wis¬ 
consin and other states have gains. 
The Dominion of Canada, not includ¬ 
ing Nova Scotia, shows a gain of 75 
per cent, and the crop in the province 
of Nova Scotia is fully as large as in 
1908, when a bumper crop was har¬ 
vested. 

BARRIE’S DIVORCE SUIT. 

Action of Novelist-Dramatist a Sur¬ 
prise to His American Friends. 

“If two people love each other 
neither has any right to give the other 
up” are words put by James M. Bar¬ 
rie into the mouth of one of his char¬ 
acters. The recent appearance of the 
novelist’s name as a petitioner for a 
divorce seems to belie the sentiment, 
if it is really his and not that of his 
character. 

Mr. Barrie was married in 1894 to 
Miss Mary Anseil. the actress, who 
appeared in his first play. “Walker 
London,” which was produced seven¬ 
teen years ago. 

The news of his divorce suit came 
as a great shock to persons in Amer¬ 
ica who have personal acquaintance 
with the Scotch author. The idea of 
divorce in connection with the author 
of “When a Man’s Single” seemed in¬ 
congruous and painful. 

Mrs. Barrie has appeared little in 
public life. After her marriage she 
retired from the stage. Since then 
they have always appeared to be a 
most devoted couple. They had no 
children, but they adopted Miss Pau¬ 
line Chase in place of a daughter of 
their own. 

The wonderful grasp of feminine 
character which Mr. Barrie had shown 
in his books and plays has always 
been supposed to have been inspired 
in some degree by his perfect agree¬ 
ment with his wife. 

GERMAN COLONY IN TEXAS. 

Foreign Companies Carrying Out Plans 
to Raise Cotton In Our South. 

German and British spinners are 
putting into execution their threat to 
buy land and raise cotton in Texas. 
The sale of several tracts of land, ag¬ 
gregating nearly 250.000 acres, in 
southwest Texas to a Berlin firm led 
to the disclosure that German and Eng¬ 
lish spinners are the actual purchasers 
and that they plan to buy more land 
upon which to grow cotton. Their 
agents hold options on several thou¬ 
sand acres. a.|l in P’rio, Lasalle, Webb. 
Duval and McMullen counties. 

Plans have been perfected for col¬ 
onizing German cotton growers, wbo 
agree to sell their crops lo the spin¬ 
ners direct. 

The spinners contend that the grower 
will get a better average price for his 
product season by season than under 
present conditions. The details of the 
plan are not announced, but in some 
way the spinuers will hold a sort of 
lien on the land to insure the sale to 
them of all cotton grown on it. 

The first colony of about 300 German 
families will settle on the land about 
Jan. 1. The price of the land ranged 
from $2 to $20 an acre. 

Mrs. William Everhard. living north 
of Massillon, O., bottled her pickles 
this year without any liquid and ex¬ 
pects to eat the fresh vegetable when 
the snow flies. Mrs. Everhard placed 
the little pickles in bottles a few weeks 
ago and allowed them to grow until 
they filled the bottles. Then she re¬ 
moved the pickle, bottle and all. to the 
kitchen, heated them through, then 
corked and sealed them. She reasons 
that the air in cooling became so rare¬ 
fied that the vegetables will keep.

The Old Mission Bells of Poesy and 
Romance Recalled by Erection of 
Roadside Replicas 

Thoroughly in keeping with this 
week’s Portola celebration by the «ty 
of Han Francisco, which marks the 
anniversary of the discovery of its site 
by Gaspar de Portola, is the raising of 
landmarks all along the El Camino 
Real, or King’s Highway, to mark the 
path along which the Franciscan 
monks traversed their weary way from 
Mission to Mission from Han Diego in 
the far south to Santa Rosa in Sonoma 
County. 

This beautiful idea of thus marking 
the route was first conceived by Mrs. 
A. S. C. Forbes of Los Angeles. So 
popular has the movement become that 
a society has been formed, liaving 
this object for its purpose, and it has 
grown from a local enterprise to one 
that embraces th^ greater part of the 
coast counties, and many localities are 
now vying with one another for the 
privilege of one of the picturesque 
landmarks. 

These consist of a cast iron bell, de¬ 
signed in exact reproduction of those 
brought by the Holy Fathers from 
Spain, painted a bronze green, and 
mounted in a little wayside niche, or 
shrine, similar to those which are so 
common in countries where the Roman 
Catholic religion predominates. 

These bells are artistically designed 
and are lettered in old Latin and it 
will require no great stretch of the 
imagination to see the patient and 
lowly natives assembling at the close 
of day, called thither by the music of 
the Mission bell, when the Padres 
taught them the first principles of the 
Christianity which made the Fran¬ 
ciscan Order the power in the new 
world that it had been in the old. 

Mounted upon their quaint posts, 
lettered in the Spanish of by-gone days, 
these bells are intended to be erected at 
every prominent junction point, every 
cross road, and where they will form a 
landmark. 

The “Old Mission Road,” as it is 
now popularly known, or El Camino 
Real (the King’s Highway) is now 
the main artery over which all traffic 
from San Francisco passes down the 
peninsula. 

Through the Santa Clara Valley this 
passes by the Mission of the same 
name, by the Mission of Han Jose, and 
thence through the fruitful valleys and 
tree-clad hills to Monterey Mission. 
Along the Pacific shores we now fol¬ 
low the wandering road of the Holy 
Fathers, for in those days that was the 
path ol least resistance, until Santa 
Barbara, Los Angeles and finally Han 
Diego was reached. 

Many years have passed since the 
path or trail was first trodden by these 
men. The succeeding days of the 
Spanish Grant have, in turn, been suc¬ 
ceeded by the commercial days of the 
j Gringoes, or Yankees, to whom the in¬ 
dolent and “manana” days were all 
too short for their active purposes. 
Padre, Spaniard and early American 
trader have all passed away, but the 
Missions so lovingly and painstakingly 
erected by the Indian peons still re¬ 
main. 

These Missions were erected at about 
a day’s journey apart, it being the ob¬ 
ject of the padres to reach their desti¬ 
nation in time to participate in the 
celebration of the evening service. 
Having the entire country to select 
from, they chose their locations wisely 


and well, and thus, naturally enough, 
when the almost feudal power of the 
church waned and the State interven¬ 
ed, the Missions became the nuclei of 
flourishing towns which sprung up 
and clustered around the protecting 
walls of the Mission. 

The paths became worn broader and 
larger as communication between the 
various Missions, or towns now as they 
had grown to be, became more frequent 
and the “ Mission Road ” was evolved, 
but that time it was still “The High¬ 
way of the King”. 

What more fitting or more appropri¬ 
ate than that the path of the first 
travelers through this long chain of 
Missions should be marked with 
replicas of the bells which called them 
to their devotions. Thus, more than 
sixty of the quaint bell posts, each 
with its apparently old and weather- 
I worn bell are already erected, and 
many more are now being prepared, 
ready for the fete day, when the priest 
I and laity will unite in a rendition of 
the ancient Latin service first used by 
! the Franciscan Fathers when the bells, 

! originally brought from Seville or old 
Barcelona in some caraval, were hung 
with much rejoicing in the belfries 
from which they have sounded their 
many calls through all the changes 
which time has brought. 

The parsonage building will be fixed 
up this week so the church services 
can be held in it while the new church 
is being erected. Sunday School and 
preaching service will be held there 
next Sunday. The pastor will preach 
i next Sunday morning. You are 
.cordially invited to the services. 
Remember the quarterly conference on 
Thursday, the 28th, at 2:30, in South 
San Francisco Methodist church. Im¬ 
portant business will be transacted 
and we want you to be present.

Not the Frozen Realm Imagined 
by Americans. 


RICH AND FERTILE COUNTRY 


Our Consul In St. Petersburg Sends 
Interesting Facts About a Land 
Larger Than the United States, In¬ 
cluding Alaska. 

According to an official report made 
to the state department by James W. 
Ragsdale. United States consul in St. 
Petersburg. Siberia. Russia’s great 
Asiatic realm, is far from being the 
frozen, barren country pictured to 
themselves by Americans when they 
hear its name. 

In his report Mr. Ragsdale sets forth 
the results of his own observations 
made while traveling from Tientsin, 
China, to St. Petersburg. He presents 
a striking picture of the development 
of Siberia and the wonderful possibili¬ 
ties there. 

Mr. Ragsdale comments on the igno¬ 
rance that prevails throughout the 
world as to Siberia. He says those 
who have never visited the country 
have only exaggerated ideas gathered 
from descriptions that picture Siberia 
as a cold, barren waste swept by 
storms and of little value to any one. 

“That the winters are long and cold 
there can be no doubt.” he says, “but 
they are no worse than the winters in 
northern Canada, now being so rapidly 
settled by people from all parts of the 
world. The soil, too, of these vast ter¬ 
ritories is as rich and fertile as that of 
Canada and very much resembles the 
lands in the great states of Illinois. 
Iowa and Nebraska, except that it is 
better watered and timbered.” 

Bigger Than the United States. 

Mr. Ragsdale reminds us that Siberia 
is an enormous territory, representing 
no less than 5,400.000 square miles, or 
much larger than the whole of the 
United States, including Alaska. 

“The country is beautiful from every 
point of view and will some day be 
thickly populated. Here game is plen¬ 
tiful. and the trapper has a field that 
is rich in fur bearing animals, such as 
the black and other foxes, ermine, 
sable of all kinds, otter, mink, marten, 
weasel, squirrel, lynx and wolf. The 
furs of this locality find the best mar¬ 
kets in China, the United States and 
England through the Pacific ports. A 
better article, found in Kamchatka and 
other parts of Siberia, is sent overland 
to Moscow, ^whence it is distributed to 
the whole of Russia, a considerable 
quantity finding its way to Leipzig.” 

Discussing the mines of Siberia, 
speaking of gold. Mr. Ragsdale says 
gold is known to exist in almost every 
district, both in quartz and placer, but 
the methods are poor. Improved meth¬ 
ods would double the output. Exceed¬ 
ingly rich gold discoveries have re¬ 
cently been reported on the Siberian 
coast, a territory as large as California 
and Oregon. It is said these mines 
will prove as rich as the mines at 
Dawson and Nome. The find is near 
the mouth of the Aquatir river, which 
is about 100 miles directly west across 
the water from Nome. The output of 
gold alone from the Siberian mines for 
1907. Mr. Ragsdale says, was valued 
at about $20,000,000. 

Rich In Precious Slones. 

It is believed the coal deposits will 
prove as extensive as those of China. 
Iron and miscellaneous minerals 
abound. Many of the mountains, es¬ 
pecially the Urals, are exceed gly rich 
in precious sfonee. 

Other features of the country as de¬ 
scribed by Mr. Ragsdale are the great 
navigable rivers, the abounding sup¬ 
ply of fish, ihe prospects of rich ex¬ 
ports and railroad development. Al¬ 
ready thousands of tons of the finest 
butter are being sent to Denmark. 
Holland. Germany and England. It is 
of late shipped to China and Japan and 
even South Africa from Siberia.

Wife of Austria’s Heir Recognized 
at Last by Emperor. 


LOBSTER OR DOGFISH? 


NOW KNOWN AS “HIGHNESS.” 


After Nino Years Francis Ferdinand’s 
Morganatic Spouse Is Honored by 
Her Husband’s Uncle—Helped by the 
Kaiser. 

By granting the title of “highness” 
to the Princess of Hobenberg, morga¬ 
natic wife of Archduke Francis Fer¬ 
dinand of Austria-Hungary, the old 
ruler of the dual monarchy. Emperor 
Francis Joseph, has renewed the dis¬ 
cussion of the exact status of the 
princess and the possibility of her 
sitting on the throne with her hus¬ 
band, who is nephew and heir to the 
aged emperor. The princess and her 
husband will shortly visit the kaiser 
at Berlin, where they will receive 
great honors. 

The kaiser is said to be responsible 
for the new honor accorded to the 
princess, although it is known that 
the aged Francis Joseph has been in 
a relenting mood for some time past, 
and chapters in what Is now called 
“A Romance of International Love 
and Politics” seem to be written fast. 

The children of this morganatic mar¬ 
riage are the Princess Sophia, aged 
eight; Prince Maximilian Charles, aged 
seven, and Prince Ernest, aged five.

PBINCESB OF HOHENBERG. 

The kaiser’s reasons for inducing the 
emperor to honor his heir’s wife, ac¬ 
cording to the Austrian authorities, is 
due to a desire to promote better feel¬ 
ings toward Germany on the part of 
the new duchess, who has been a stead¬ 
fast opponent of pan-Germanism. 

Married to Archduke In 1900. 

The wife of the heir to the Austrian 
throne is the daughter of Count Chotek. 
former Austrian ambassador to Bel¬ 
gium. At the time of her marriage to 
Francis Ferdinand. July 1. 1900, she 
received from the emperor the title 
Princess of Ilohenberg. 

Archduke Francis Joseph is the only 
heir to the throne in the history of 
Austria who contracted a morga¬ 
natic marriage for the sake of his 
wife, who is a member of an old Bo¬ 
hemian family. The archduke for 
ten years resisted all the imperial 
efforts to marry him to a woman of 
his owu rank. The emperor himself 
vainly endeavored to stop the mar¬ 
riage. but finally gave his consent. At 
the wedding the archduke took an 
oath that he would uot declare his 
wife either empress or queen or his 
children as members of the imperial 
house. But now Hungarian lawyers 
say that this renunciatiou does not 
apply to Hungary and that the prin¬ 
cess may become queen of that king¬ 
dom, which is part of the dual em¬ 
pire. Indeed, there are many in Aus¬ 
tria who now believe that the renun¬ 
ciation will not be too rigidly adhered 
to In Austria and that her highness, 
who was born Countess Sophia Cho¬ 
tek, may be empress as well as queen. 

More Honors For the Princess. 

It is understood in court circles that 
this evidence of the emperor’s relent¬ 
ing after nine years of obduracy will 
be followed by other honors bestowed 
upon the once unrecognized morganatic 
wife of the Austrian heir. 

The new duchess, it is understood, 
intends to approach the Vatican in an 
effort to induce the pope to annul 
the archbishop's vows of renunciation 
which stand between her elder son 
and succession to the Austrian throne.

HELP FOR STRICKEN BABIES 


IS IN FINANCIAL TROUBLE. 


Declares Rival Producers Are Trying 
to Wrest Her Half Million Dollar 
Company From Her—Does Not Blame 
Standard. 

Miss Hermana Kaessman, head of 
the Sunflower State Refining company, 
who has been tighting legal proceed¬ 
ings to have her company put in the 
hands of a receiver, is known in Kan¬ 
sas as "the woman queen of the oil 
industry.” 

She is thp principal owner and con¬ 
ductor of the refinery at Niotaze, Kan., 
the largest in the midcontinent oil field 
and the most complete institution of 
its kind west of the Mississippi river, 
which has sucked the oil from under 
the Kansas prairies and converted it 
into a product of commerce and sent 
it out to the people by the hundreds 
of carloads. 

It is a brown eyed, soft voiced, cul¬ 
tured gentlewoman of forty, from 
Rochester. N. Y.. who has held her 
hand to the helm of this big enterprise 
and guided it to such great success 
that, starting with a capital of $30,- 
000. $14,000 in debts and $3 in the 
treasury, it has grown to the propor¬ 
tions of an investment of more than 
$500,000. with factory buildings cover¬ 
ing thirty-five acres of Kansas prairie, 
with forty miles of pipe lines, owned 
and operated by the company, reach¬ 
ing out into the oil fields of Chautau¬ 
qua county, seven miles of gas pipe 
lines furnishing fuel from 2.000 acres 
of Chautauqua county gas lands to 
keep the big refinery engines going and 
fifty-nine tank cars, either owned or 
leased by the company, to carry its 
product into the hands of the ultimate 
>consuraers of the middle west. 

) Began In Oil Business In 1903. 

Miss Kaessmau’s connection with 
the oil industry started back in Roch¬ 
ester. N. Y.. in 1903. The Kansas oil 
fields were then in the ear.lier stages 
of their development. Miss Hermana 
Kaessman, a principal in the schools 
of Rochester, talked to the teachers in 
the Rochester schools and her women 
friends in the social set in which she 
moved of this new oil field in the 
west. And as she talked they lis 
tened. for before ever she set foot on 
Kansas soil she had made, through 
her savings and investments in to 
bacco stocks, something in the neigh¬ 
borhood of a personal fortune of 
$200,000 and had demonstrated her 
right to speak with authority on sub¬ 
jects touching finance. 

Some of this money had come to her 
through inheritance, but the great bulk 
of it had come to her because of 
brains. And so these schoolteachers 
—together with some widows and 
some maidens, women of independent 
means—invested in a concern which 
operated, as producers, in the Kansas 
oil fields in the vicinity of Wayside, 
In Chautauqua county. 

This concern was known as the 
Richardson-Mott company. It is now 
the Sunflower State Refining company 
with Miss Kaessman at its head. 

Standard Not to Blame, She Says 
Miss Kaessman declares that her 
company’s financial embarrassments 
are only temporary and are due to cer¬ 
tain producers who, she says, are try¬ 
ing without warrant to create distrust 
of her concern among the banks and 
to destroy her credit. They are also 
aiming at taking the company from 
her, she says. She does not blame the 
Standard Oil company. She says that 
the Standard has shown her courte¬ 
sies. She admits it may be because 
she is a woman, although she does 
not believe it. On one occasion when 
her storage capacity for fuel oil wfis 
exhausted the Standard allowed cars 
to be diverted from its own quota to 
help her out of the difficulty. She has 
not found them using with her the 
methods which they are reputed to 
apply to competing concerns. 

It "may be chivalry, she admits, or 
It may be some new policy of the oil 
trust, but certain she is that they have 
treated her with unusual courtesy. 


New York Doctor Reports Progress In 
Fight on Infantile Paralysis. 

In a lecture in New York on infantile 
paralysis Dr. I. Strauss told of his ef¬ 
forts to discover a remedy for the dis¬ 
ease, which became epidemic in 
Brownsville. Brooklyn, last August, 
killing scores of children. 

in the course of his lecture Dr. 
Strauss announced that he had succeed¬ 
ed in infecting a monkey with the dis¬ 
ease by inoculating it with a particle 
of the diseased spinal cord of an in- 
faut. an experiment accomplished only 
once before in the history of medicine. 
That was in December of last year by 
a physician in Europe. 

The immediate result of transferring 
the disease to a monkey was to obtain 
the means for further experiments in 
the laboratory. A long step, said the 
lecturer, was thus made toward finding 
a remedy, because for the first time in 
this country the experimenter had the 
disease where he could study it at his 
leisure. 

While Dr. Strauss frankly admitted 
that he had not found anything like a 
cure for the malady, he said that some¬ 
thing had already been learned through 
the experimentation. For one thing, 
he had learned that the disease could 
not be transferred, or. rather, so far 
had not been transferred from one 
monkey to another. 

Another thing discovered was that it 
was now definitely known that the mal¬ 
ady which causes the paralysis of the 
child’s legs did not have its seat in 
the blood, but in the spinal column It¬ 
self. 

The state board of health of Kansas 
decided to buy monkeys to experiment 
upon in the hope of discovering a rem¬ 
edy for infantile paralysis, which is be¬ 
coming alarming in the state.

Present Aeroplanes Not Intended to 
Carry Passengers, Says Curtiss. 

Air craft for commercial usages are 
not a possibility of the near future, ac¬ 
cording to Glenn H. Curtiss, the fa¬ 
mous aeroplanist. 

"The airship in its various designs is 
for the present a machiue intended 
solely for sport,” he said. “Any ma¬ 
chine strong and powerful enough to 
carry passengers in any numbers or 
freight will not fly. 

"No one has yet been able to solve 
the problem of counteracting the ef¬ 
fects of air currents. Frequently a 
machine will behave grandly against 
a high wind, then again it won’t. Ev¬ 
ery aviator takes a chance and hopes 
for the best every time he makes an 
ascension. 

“It will require years and years to 
perfect the airship. 1 won’t live to see 
it. It now looks as if some revolution¬ 
ary change in construction will have 
to be made before air craft are to be¬ 
come a commercial means of transpor¬ 
tation. 

"In their present state of perfection 
airships are splendid sporting ma¬ 
chines. The element of danger ap¬ 
peals to every red blooded man. As 
an aid in warfare the airship has al¬ 
ready arrived. Reconnoitering parties 
will be able to view the enemy’s works 
and possibly throw explosives Into his 
camp. This, however, is the extent of 
the practicability of «air craft for the 
present.”

SOME USEFUL ROAD STATISTICS. 

According to the valuations of the various town¬ 
ships and the amount that can be expended, accord¬ 
ing to Auditor Underhill’s report published in these 
columns last week, there will be over $100,000 spent 
on the county roads during the present fiscal year. 

At present 50 cents of the county taxes are appor¬ 
tioned to the regular and special road funds. This 
yields a revenue by road districts as follows: 


It has for several years past been but a little less 
than the present year shows, so that we can figure in 
round numbers that $100,000 per year are spent in 
maintaining roads. VV^e also know that in at least 
one district, the First, which has the largest reve¬ 
nues, over $33,000 this year, there is no perceptible 
improvements in the roads. What is the cause and 
what is the remedy for this condition? Is it possible 
that the system is faulty beyond hope of improve¬ 
ment, or is there incompetency or poor judgment 
shown in the expenditures? 

Ihese are questions that ought to be answered, for 
the conclusion can only be reached, in the light of 
results, that much of the one hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars annually expended on roads is wasted in tem¬ 
porary repairs or otherwise.

TOM JOHNSON 
3-CENT- 
FARE BATTLE 

A dispatch from Cleveland, Ohio, 
dated October 5th, says: 

A conference was held today to ar¬ 
range final details which will result in 
an absolute settlement of the local 
street railway situation, which has 
been bitterly agitated for eight years. 

During the life of the controversy it 
has been a political issue at all times. 
Partial settlements have been made 
and many proposed, but all have failed 
°f their object. Now peace is assuftd. 

I The basis of the strife lias been Mayor 
Tom L. Johnson’s contention for a 3- 
cenl fare. The proposed settlement 
, will be on this rate of fare and will 
eliminate the street car question from 
the fall campaign. 

It is agreed that the city shall give 
the Cleveland Railway Company, the 
owner of the lines, a twenty-live-year 
franchise, revocable at any time that 
any ot the details of the contract with 
the city are violated. The city reserves 
the right to purchase the lines at any 
t i me municipal ownership is made la w- 
ful. 

1 lie city also reserves the right to 
name a purchaser of the lines after 
eight years. 

1 he initial rate of fare is to be 3 
cents on all lines, with a one-cent ex¬ 
tra charge for a transfer. Both the 
city and the railway company have 
agreed to let Judge Robert W. Taylor 
of the l nited tetates Court determine 
the value of the railway property and 
the maximum rate of fare. 

It is agreed that at no time shall the 
rate of fare be greater than will allow 
the company an earning of more than 
6 per cent on the value of the property, 
consistent with good service. 

Judge Taylor has indicated that lie 
will make the maximum rate 4 cents 
for a cash fare and the regular ticket 
rate seven tickets for 25 cents, and a 
cent extra for transfers. This propo¬ 
sition has been accepted both by the 
city and the railway company.
